THE ADMIRNALSS GALLANT RESCUE 
OF THE FOREIGN LUGATIONS, 


The Missionaries Were Carried Away 
by the Chinese General and 
Received Protection, 


London, Jone 21.—The sews from 
Shanghai today is regarded in official 
circles as distinctly cheer ng. After 
the grim reporte current early this 
morning the dispatch of the Associated 
Press announcing the arrival of the re- 
lief expedition commanded by Admiral 
Seymour at Pekin,and the safety of the 
legations, which later was confirmed by 
a dispatch from Shanghai, published 10 
a second edition of the London Times, 
anpouncing that Seymour's force ar- 
rived at the Chinese capital June 17, 
presages, it is hoped, a general brigh- 
tening of the situation. No details 
have yet been received of the casualties 
or of the conditions of affairs at Pekin, 
but well informeil people express the 
opinion that the sammoning of Li 
Hung Chang to the capital foreshadows 
the early sabmissiou of the dowager 
empress to the dictates of the powers. 

London, Jone 2!1,—Shanghbai reports 
originating from Chinese source: and 
credited by the local foreign officials, 
state that the legations at Pekin were 
safe on Sunday, Jnwe 17, Admiral Sey- 
mour with a relieving column is also 
reported to have reached Pekin. 

Washington, June 21.—Mr. Wao, the 
Chinese minister here, hails with gen- 
eral satisfacton the report that comes 
from Canton that Li Hung Chang has 
been ordered to Pekin. He thinks it 
augurs well for the future, and that his 
presence will exert a beneficial eff. ct in 
the treatment of the Boxer situation. 
Mr. Wa lays stress on the fact that Li 
Hung Chang is an honored and trusted 
servant of the Empress Dowager, and a 
man belonging to the pregressive ele- 
ment in his country It was for hie 


with organizations like the Boxers that 
Li received some of the honors confer- 
red upon him. Nothing official has 
been received by the minister from 
his government, which 1s maintaining 
complete silence inthe present situa- 
tion, nor bas Mr. Wu made an attempt 
to communicate with the authorities in 
Pekin. 

Se. Petersburg, June 21—Vice Ad- 
miral Alexejeff from Port Arthur, re- 
porting the capture of the ‘Taku forts, 
saya the bombarding fle* was = com- 
manded by the Russian captain, Do- 
browolski, as senior officer present. 
The Russian losses were two leuten- 
ants killed,one severely and one slight- 
ly wounded, The gunboat Giljak was 
seriously darnaged by a shell below the 
waterline, and must be docked for re- 
pairs.

conflict started, It is impossible to es- 
timate the namber of the Chinese 
there, but they had a surprising num- 
ber of guns.’’ This information ap- 
pears to have been brought by the Un- 
ited States gunboat Nashville to Chee 
Foo and telegraphed there to Shanghai. | 

The Chinese are deserting Shanghai 
in Jarge numbers, and going into the 
interior. Reports from native sources 
continue to reach Shanghai of anarchy 
in Pekin. According to statements the | 
streets are filled day and night with | 
Boxers. who are wholly beyond the con- 
trol of the Chinese troops, and who are 
working themselves up to a frenzy and | 
clamoring for the death of all foreign. | 
ers. The English consulate at Shanghai 
is said to have received from influential 
natives reports of a tragedy in the 
palace at Pekin, though precisely what 
is not defined. The consulate thinks 
that Admiril Symoaor, commander 
of the international relief column, was 
misled by information from Pekin, 
and, consequently, onder-estimated the 
difficulties in his way, and the Chinese 
power of resistance with Maxim guns 
and Mausers. 

The consuls at Shanghai still believe 
the forsign missionaries at Pekin sife, 
although Japanese reports received at 
Shanghai allege that up to June 15, 
100 foreiguers had veen killed in Pekin, 
The Daily Express says: ‘'We under- 
stand that Mr. R. T. Tower, secretary 
of the British embassy in Washington, 
is to succeed Sir Claude Macdonald at 
Pekin, and that the reason for Sit 
Claude's recall is the break down of 
health.’’
